A check for $25,000 was presented to The George Washington University 
today as part of a program of grants to colleges and universities by the Ford

Does the U. S. patent system help or hinder American inventors? How do our pat¬ 
ent policies compare with those of other c ountries—especially the Soviet Union?— 
will be among the questions considered by the Patent, Trademark and Copyright Foun¬ 
dation at its 5th annual public conference here today and tomorrow, June 15 and 16, 

Two hundred are expected to attend the two-day conference at the Sheraton-Carl- 
ton Hotel. The foundation was established in 1951 at George Washington University 
to study the patent, trademark, copyright and related systems here and abroad. 

"Future studies tall include a long look at factors that stimulate inventive¬ 
ness and a comparison of these factors in the United States with those known to 
exist in other countries," said L. J. Harris, executive director of the foundation. 
"The first phase of this work has already begun." 

The foundation will also study the growing complexity of inventions and their 
impact on the patent system, and survey rewards and incentives for employee inventors. 

Nine members of the research staff will report on current projects in the areas 
of taxation, foreign licensing, antitrust, executive decision-making, trademark 
effectiveness, development of procedures and standards, sources and uses of patented 
inventions, small business and government patent policies. 

A special session on Friday morning moderated by foundation consultant John C. 
Green will consider current problems in industrial property, enterprise and govern¬ 
ment. Representatives from the Department of Defense, the Atomic Energy Commission, 
and the National Aeronautics and Space Administration will discuss the divergent 
positions of their agencies in regard to patent and licensing policies with private 
contractors. 

A dinner on Thursday will honor Jo Baily Brown of the Pittsburgh firm of Brown, 
Critchlow, Flick and Peckham, winner of the foundation’s I960 Charles F. Kettering 
Award for meritorious work in patent, trademark and copyright research and education.
